Boston, 
July 13.—Great 
crowds 
were unable to obtain admission to the 
hall or tents in which Endeavor meet­ 
ings were 
held 
today. 
Immense 
throngs pressed about the entrances 
and were turned a way. Thousands were 
up alm ost w ltn tne sun, m aking their 
w ay to th irty churches in the city and 
vicinity to atten d the early prayer m eet­ 
ings th a t began at 6:30 and lasted fo rty ­ 
five m inutes. 
A fter the church m eet­ 
ings rallies and song services w ere held 
in the streets in m any p arts of the city, 
and hundreds of people on their w ay to 
w ork stopped to participate 
in them . 
The m orning sessions of the convention 
in tents, W illiston and E ndeavor and 
in M echanics’ hall were attended by the 
sam e g reat hosts th a t were there the 
day before. The sessions partook more 
of a business ch aracter th an their pre­ 
decessors, interesting reports of the in­ 
form ation com m ittees and reports from 
th e denom inational m eetings taking up 
a n hour of the m eetings in the tents. 
F e a tu re s of the sessions were the pre­ 
sen tatio n of the state banner for the 
g reatest proportionate increase in the 
num ber of local societies, of the S tate 
B anner for the greatest absolute gain 
in the num ber of societies, and of 
the 
Ju n io r S tate banners for the g reatest 
proportionate and g reatest actual gain 
in the num ber of societies. 
The open 
debates on live endeavor topics a t each 
of the m eetings were earnestly partici­ 
pated in, and were interesting features. 
The address of P resident E. A. T urner, 
D., D., of Lincoln, 111., whose subject 
w as “I Ought, Therefore I C an,” de­ 
liv ered -in M echanics’ 
building, 
w as 
heartily received and produced m uch 
enthusiasm . 
The praise 
and 
p ray er 
services a t the m orning m eetings were 
not a bit less earnest th an they have 
been since the convention opened and 
•with the chorus singing continue to be 
th e great inspiration of the gatherings. 
W hen the service in M echanics’ hall 
began every seat In the hall w as filled 
an d hundreds were standing. The Rev. 
M. Rhodes of St. Louis presided and 
opened the m eeting a t 9:30, and the Rev. 
J. D. Pickles of Boston offered prayer. 
W illiam T. Ellis of the Golden Rule, in 
h is report of the inform ation com m ittee, 
told how the C hristian E ndeavor had 
spanned the world. 
At Tent E ndeavor the crow ds w ere 
im m ense, the sides of the ten t being 
looped up to allow 30,000 unable to ob­ 
ta in adm ittance to participate in the 
service. The Rev. H ow ard B. Grose of 
C hicago presided and George K. Somer 
by of Boston led the chorus. 
George 
B. Graff of Boston read the inform ation 
-committee’s report, which discussed the 
w onderful advance of the endeavor 
work. 
The Rev. J. F. Cowan of P itts­ 
burg, Pa., conducted one of the m ost 
in terestin g p arts of the service—the pre­ 
sentation of junior state banners, one 
fo r the g reatest absolute gain in the 
num ber of societies, the o ther for g reat­ 
est proportionate gain. 
P ennsylvania 
received the first banner and Assini- 
boia, dominion of Canada, the second 
P resident A. E. Turner, A. M., m ade 
th e subject of his address “The Purifi­ 
cation of Politics.” 
C. E. Pierce of New York advocated 
th e ballot for women. 
The presentation of the S tate banner 
to the English branch for the g reatest 
absolute gain in num ber of societies w as 
m ade by the Rev. F. E. R. H am ilton of 
N ew tonville. Dr. K night, the secretary 
of the B ritish section, in accepting the 
banner, said th a t the societies of the 
united kingdom had increased by 2,000 
in the last year. 
In the afternoon 
1,000 of 
the m ost 
prom inent delegates m et in the A uditor­ 
i u m to consider the form ation of a \ 
W orld’s E ndeavor society. The general 
sentim ent was favorable to the plan, 
and it w^s voted to tem porarily organ­ 
ize and to appoint a com m ittee of five to 
form ulate plans of organization and re­ 
port at W ashington next year. 
The 
nam e decided on was the W orld’s C hris­ 
tia n Endeavor union, its officers to be 
representatives of the unions of each 
nation.

Prisoners. 
Cheyenne. W yo., July 13.—An Indian 
runner cam e into F o rt W ashakie, on 
the Snoshone 
reservation, 
Thursday, 
w ith reports which were sent by the 
prosecuting attorney of Frem ont Coun­ 
ty. 
The report is of a fight betw een 
the settlers of Jackson Hole C ountry, 
in this State, and a hunting party of 
Bannock Indians 
from 
the Lembis 
agency in Idaho. One Indian was killed 
and fifteen captured. 
On June 29, a party 
of seven B an­ 
nocks was discovered 
killing elk 
in 
large quantities by some ranchm en. A 
constable endeavored to arrest them , 
but they resisted. T w enty settlers w ent 
to the aid of the constable, who was 
keeping on the trail of the Bannocks, 
who were joined by another hunting 
p arty increasing the 
num ber 
of In ­ 
dians to sixteen. The posse of settlers 
came together on Ju ly 2, and prepara­ 
tions for a determ ined fight were made. 
The Indians were followed to the Fall 
river basin, 
near the Three Tetons 
m ountains, where th ey were surrounded 
and a dem and m ade for their surrender. 
They showed fight, firing a t the scout 
who had m ade the dem and, and a t­ 
tem pting to escape through a gulch. 
H ere they were headed off and one of 
their num ber killed. 
This discouraged 
them , and they m ade signs th a t they 
were willing to surrender. 
The entire 
p arty of fifteen were captured, and the 
dead m an buried. 
It is believed the present fight will 
end the trouble for the tim e being, as 
th e settlers are fully able to handle any 
hunting parties other th an th a t ju st 
captured, if there should be any in th a t 
region. 


CHEAP WALL FALLS 
ON TWO WORKMEN 


TRAGEDY CAUSED BY SHODDY 
WORK IN PITTSBURG.

Pittsburg, July 13—A building on 
the west side collapsed this morning, 
one man being fatally injured and an­ 
other hurt very seriously.

built wall is held responsible. 
Osceola, la.. July 13.—At 12:45 yester­ 
day m orning fire was discovered in the 
basem ent of G oldsm ith's store, in th e 
Fow ler block. 
Adjoining blocks were 
soon in flames, and soon a q u arter of a. 
block w as burned over. The total loss 
is $104,000. 
The buildings included the 
best business district of the town, a n d 
the fire w as fearfully hot. 
N othing is 
known of its origin, and the insurance 
will not be more th an half. 
Most o f 
the owners will rebuild as soon as pos­ 
sible.

DARING W ORK OF RESCUE. 


D etails Concerning th e Burning o f W al­ 
lin Are at 
Hand. 
T raverse City, Mich., Ju ly 13.—P artic­ 
ulars of the destruction of W allin, in 
Benzie County, are at hand. The town 
was practically owned by the Sullivan 
L um ber Company, which lost 2,000,000 
feet of lum ber, a sawmill, coal kilns and 
two w arehouses. The village hotel and 
tw enty-tw o buildings were wiped out 
and not a building is left 
standing. 
There were no m eans of fighting the fire 
when once it had surrounded the place. 
The village began to burn at 11:30 a. 
pi. Thursday. The tw enty-tw o fam ilies 
driven out of their hom es had no loop­ 
hole of escape. 
Thom as M cCluskey of 
T raverse City, division roadm aster of 
th e Chicago and W est M ichigan rail­ 
way, with a gang of fifteen men headed 
by John Doyle, and a work train was 
fighting the flames a t Intelochen. 
He 
started in to save a bridge a t W allin, 
belonging to the road. F ire was raging 
on both sides of the track and the air 
w as suffocatingly hot. 
The men were 
obliged to lie down flat and push the 
bar p art of the way in and through the 
flames. 
Finally the village of W allin 
w as reached. 
Not 
a house was 
left 
standing and McCloskey and his crew 
expected to find all of the inhabitants 
dead. 
To the surprise of the rescuing 
p arty every in h ab itan t was found alive. 
Four fam ilies had buried them selves 
In the banks of the Betsy river. 
One 
woman, whose husband w as aw ay from 
home, buried herself in a deep hole, 
which she dug in a potato patch. H er 
three children were with her, the young­ 
est being a babe in arm s. A fter digging 
the hole the m other had covered herself 
and the children as best she could w ith 
wet blankets. 
W hen rescued the top 
blanket was burning, and in a short 
tim e m other and children would have 
perished. One elderly wom an had to be 
dragged by force from the site of her 
ruined home. 
Although no lives were 
lost, several of the rescued were very 
badly burned. 
But for the heroism of 
Superintendent M cCluskey and his men 
the loss of life would have been large. 
P assenger train s north and south were 
delayed, and the passage when m ade 
w as perilous. 
D am aging forest fires are still raging 
near 
Thom psonville, 
F ran k fo rt 
and 
around W allin. 
South of F ran k fo rt 
farm buildings and valuable tim ber is 
being destroyed. Around T raverse City 
forest fires are blazing, but no serious 
dam age has been occasioned yet, except 
to standing tim ber. N ear Solon and Ce­ 
d ar every available m an is out fighting 
the flames to prevent com m unication 
w ith farm buildings and mills. There is 
a great deal of smoke shrouding this 
territory. Between here and Thom pson­ 
ville m uch valuable tim ber i3 being de­ 
stroyed. T housands of cords of hemlock 
bark and posts are burned.

Discovery 
end the Sim ple Explanation. 
D r. Borstleman 
was at Lake Den­ 
m ark, N. J., a few days ago studying 
the fauna and flora of that wild and 
beautiful 
section 
of Morris 
county. 
While strolling 
around 
the 
shallow 
shore of the lake on Sunday evening he 
discovered 
a marvelous thing which 
made his blood tingle with hope th at hei 
w as about to add to the ichtholoical 
knowledge of the country, says New 
York Sun. He saw in the clear w ater 
near the shore some bright objects flash­ 
ing with phosphorescent fire. The doc­ 
tor knew of phosphorescent fish in salt 
w ater, and was aw are also that noth­ 
ing of the kind had ever been noted as 
inhabiting fresh water. 
Consequently 
he believed that he had discovered a new 
species, and he made haste to get his 
minnow net and capture one of the live­ 
ly little creatures. It was no easy m at­ 
te r to do this, but after trying for an 
hour he succeeded in catching two of 
the fish in one scoop of the net. 
De­ 
lighted with his great luck, he hur­ 
ried to the house and examined his 
prizes by the light of a kerosene lamp. 
They were each two and three-quarter 
inches long, and almost 
transparent, 
with a stripe of silvery sheen down each 
side from gills to tail. Under the lamp 
the phosphorescence could not be seen, 
but this did not deter the doctor from 
going on with the examination. He dis­ 
sected one of the fish carefully, and then 
removed the lamp from the room. There 
Was the phosphorescent glow upon the 
card where he had placed the viscera of 
the little fish; moreover, they seemed to 
be imbued with life. 
Sticking a pin 
through the center of the glowing sac 
he brought the light back, and opening 
the sac disclosed four or five of the large 
fire-fliee which abound at the mountain 
lake. Two of them were still alive. The 
doctor’s disappointment was keen, but 
he could not refrain from laughing a t 
the simplicity of the solution of the m at­ 
ter. The glowing insects had been taken 
in by the lively little fish as they strug­ 
gled upon the surface of the water, and 
their 
strong 
incandescence 
shone 
through the translucent sides of their 
captors.
